Some residents who live near 
the Pederson property became 
upset when they learned that Vince 
and Arlene Tomasello would like to 
buy die twelve acres and develop a 
restaurant banquet hall and eventu- 
ally a hotel.

"I think they think I'm going to 
turn it into a night club and invade 
their privacy. I want to build an 
upscale restaurant which Antioch 
needs, according to my customers." 
Tomasello owns the Double Eagle 
Restaurant on Route 59 in Antioch. 

"We feel it's sorely needed. I have 
a concept plan and it's gorgeous. We 
plan to stay far away from the front 
property line. We've taken great 



pains with the architect and engi- 
neer diat we're not going to bring 
light and noise 

-"it's not a bar playing loud 
music. It will be for wedding recep- 
tions, Christmas parties, political 
events or bar mitzvahs. I'm trying to 
give them a nice setting to go to din- 
ner as well. The restaurant will be 
open five or six days a week. It will 
serve steak, seafood and pasta. It will 
be upscale with fine wines - a beau- 
tiful dining experience, not to men- 
tion what it will bring the village in 
taxes." 

"I feel very bad diat I've upset so 
many. I thought people would be 
happy. I don't think they want town- 
homes or condos there with high 
density. 

The Tomasello's plans include a 
restaurant that would seat about 150 
people and a large banquet room 
that could hold 450 people at most, 
and that could be divided into three 
smaller rooms. 

"I'd be glad to meet with any of 
these people and discuss it and 
share our plans to work out any 



problems before they become a 
major problem. We'll go to great 
lengths to make everyone happy," he 
said. 

"When asked about his friend- 
ship widi the mayor and people 
thinking the plan is a "slam-dunk," 
Tomasello said that's not true. 

"I'm going through all the steps 
anyone would have to go through. I 
haven't asked for any special favors 
and don't expect to get any," 
Tomasello said. 

Tomasello said he has 
received all types of e-mails and ^ 
has heard all types of things. I , 
think it will be good for the vil- 
lage and it's unfortunately in a 
location they're not happy with." 

"it would be very low lighting 
cast downward and not like a car 
lot," he said. 

Tomasello acknowledged 
traffic might be a little heavier for 
a banquet event, but the restau- 
rant traffic should be staggered. 

"We may have to do a traffic 
study and alleviate any concern," 
he said.

Psychologist indicted on Child Porn charges

A Lake Villa man will soon be heading to 
court to face charges of child pornography. 

On Sept.7, 2005, Edward Donner, 50, of 611 
Brooking Drive in Lake Villa, was indicted by a 
Lake County Grand Jury on five counts of posses- 
sion of child pornography. The indictment stems 
from an arrest of Donner by Gumee Police on 
Aug. 12,at Six Flags Great America. 

Donner, employed as a psychologist in 
soutiiem Wisconsin, was observed videotaping 
teen girls at the theme park that day. 

According to Gumee Police Commander Jay 
Patrick, Donner had been banned from Great 



America in 2004 for a similar incident and was 
charged with criminal trespass for entering the 
park. 

When Police did a review of the camera's 
images, it showed video of a teen girl, approxi- 
mately 15 years old The video zoomed into dif- 
ferent areas of the girl's body. 

On Aug. 15, Gumee Police Detective Matt 
Baumann met with Donner at his residence. 
Detective Baumann observed adult pornogra- 
phy and many photograplis of young girls appar- 
ently taken from various pornographic and 
household magazines. An examination of 
Donner's computer revealed several porno- 
graphic images of young girls that appeared to be 
under the age of 18. »'

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search warrant at Donner's residence and seized 
computer equipment and a large amount of 
pornographic materials. Donner was arrested 
and charged with possession of child pornogra- 
phy. He was released that same day after posting 
$2,000 bond. 

Possession of child pornography is a class 3 
felony, punishable by imprisonment of 2 to 5 
years and a fine between $1,000-$1 00,000. 

Commander Patrick had praise for the 
detective that worked on the gathering of evi- 
dence tat led to the arrest of Donner. 

"Detective Baumann did most of the work 
himself on this case and did a good job," Patrick 
said.

"Gypsy," the wildly successful 1959 musi- 
cal from a book by Arthur Laurents, with 
music by Julc Style and lyrics by Stephen 
Sondheim, is getting a rousing revival by 
Torchlight Music Theatre in Chicago. 

L Walter Stearns provides superb direc- 
tion for this humor- and pathos-filled 
Broadway classic that's larded with such 
enduring tunes such as "Everything's Coming 
Up Roses," "Small World" and "Some People." 

A scaled-down six-member band belies its 
diminutive size, delivering a powerful sound. 

Best of all, the cast is first rate, from top to 
bottom. 

Rose, the ultimate stage mother and 
Sondhcim's supreme anti-hero, comes into full 
flower in die hands of Rebecca Finnegan, a tal- 
ented singer and actress. Hie character relent- 
lessly pushes her children, especially Baby June 
(cute-as-a-button Sadie Bramlett, as the young 
girl and Jeny Wasilewski as the older version), 
into a career on stage, chasing the stardom and 
recognition Rose always craved.

Rose's grand plans experience a setback 
when June unexpectedly elopes, leaving Rose 
with her often-ignored second daughter Louise 
(Jess Godwin) to pick up the slack. Louise, over- 
coming initial reluctance, throws herself into 
the limelight and far surpasses Rose's expecta- 
tions; she sheds die tired old acts of her youth 
and soars to fame and fortune as the demure, 
ladylike burlesque queen known as Gypsy Rose 
Lee.

Karmel developed a fine 
appreciation for barbecue in 
North Carolina. Now, living 
in Chicago, she continues to 
build on her knowledge and 
experience as a grillmasler. 

Her new cookbook, 
"Taming (he Flame: Secrets 
for Hot-and-Quick Grilling 
and Low-and-Slow BBQ" 
(Wiley Publishing Inc.), makes 
a fine addition to any serious 
outdoor cook's library. 

Karmel does a nice job of sharing techniques and 
tips. Whether (be meal will be burgers, fish, poultry, ribs 
or pizza, there's a clear, concise recipe to guide new- 
comers and advanced cooks alike. Some of the libations 
and desserts nestled in the back of her book (Blue Agave 
Margarita and grilled fruit fondue widi dark chocolate 
and ginger) also are enticing. 

Garlic and herbs de Provence work together nicely in 
Karmcl's recipe for lamb chops. In fact, if you're prepar- 
ing a butterfiied leg of lamb on the grill as we did, tbe 
same recipe will do die job equally well.

Using half a 
clove per side, rub the garlic all over to 
"scent"

lamb chops. 

Place the Iamb in the center of die cook- 



ing grate over direct medium heat, bone-side 
down. Cover and grill to 10 minutes widi- 
out turning. During die last 2 to 3 minutes of 
cooking time, scar both sides of the lamb 
over die heat to add grill marks. 

Remove the Iamb to a clean platter, and 
let it sit for five minutes before serving on a 
bed of parsley with die bones interlocking. 
Sprinkle the flour de scl, if using. 

Note: The bones make Uieir own "rack," 
holding die chops away from the cooking 
grates.

How can we let the younger generation get 
away with such shameless displays in public? 1 
for one don't appreciate it, especially in die 
morning when I stroll down my driveway in 
my bathrobe and holey scuffs to get the paper. 
There I am, bending over in front of passing 
motorists, and I'm subjected to bold headlines 
about students' immodest behavior.

Perhaps this requires 
federal legislation. Even the prim and proper 
British instituted an $18 million government 
program to deal with their "coarsening of soci- 
ety," I'm sure seasoned politicians here are 
equally frustrated and would push hard for 
proper decorum, like the eloquent U.S. repre- 
sentative who reportedly countered objections 
by demanding that "Congress tell the President 
to shove his veto pen up his deficit." 

, So with the unwavering dignity of our 
American forebears— such as die teenage 
George Washington who memorized rules of 



etiquette like wailing until no one is around to 
pick vermin out of one's domes— we should 
write our congressman advocating a National 
Code of Conduct. 

And obviously, instituting a uniform dress 
code takes top priority.

On Sunday, Oct. 2, the University of 
Illinois Extension and the Lake County 
Heritage Farm Foundation will sponsor the 
second annual Edible Harvest Festival at the 
Prairie Crossing Farm in Grayslake, from 11 
a.m. to 4 p.m. There is a suggested $2 
entrance donation per person; children under 
5 are free. 

Prepared food for sale will include roast 
pig, corn-on-the-cob, apple pie, veggie 
kabobs and wine, all produced by local farm- 
ers, and there will be demonstrations by a bee- 
keeper, a nutritionist, native plant specialists 
and agricultural experts. Teachers can earn 
Certified Professional Development Units 
(CPDUs) for attending the festival. 

The objective of the Edible Harvest 
Festival is to connect consumer and producer. 
Information will be on hand indicating where 
to buy the locally produced foods found at the 
festival. "On average", notes Cheryl Pytlarz, a 
University of Illinois Extension volunteer, "the 
food on our dining room tables has been 
transported 1,200 miles from where it was 
produced. With local food, however, what 
you get is fresher, more nutritious and reduces 
our country's use of energy. Through the fes- 
tival, we hope to help supply consumers with 
great foods while supporting and making 
known local producers." 

Participating in the event are local farms 
such as Titus Farm, Pavlich Farm, Sandhill 
Organics, Didicr Farms, Beelow Farm, Glunz 
Family Winery, Double Y Ranch, Quigs Apple 
Orchard and Apple Holler. Sunset Foods, 
which sells locally grown foods, will have their 
deli chef create seasonal salads from produce 
grown on Prairie Crossing Farm by Sandhill 
Organics 



Gardeners of all levels can pick up tips on 
how to: 

• Garden without chemicals 

• Raise beneficial earth worms 

• Plant and save seeds from heirloom 
varieties. 

• Incorporate native plants into their yards 

This year's event includes fall-harvested 
decorations and produce, locally grown 
meats, heirloom plants and seeds, native 
plants, soil amendments, honey products and 
award winning salsas and candies. Activities 
for the whole family include a petting zoo, cow 
milking, a clown, hayrides, local farmer spot- 
lights and a sheep dog demonstration. Local 
musicians will perform throughout the day. 

Parking will be available at the Lake Forest 
Hospital Outpatient & Acute Care Center, 
which is located at 1475 East Belvidere Road 
(Route 120) in Grayslake. There will be a shut- 
tle from the Lake Forest Acute Care Center to 
the Prairie Crossing Farm. 

The Edible Harvest Festival is sponsored 
by die University of Illinois Extension, the 
Lake County Heritage Farm Foundation, and 
local businesses, and will be hosted by die 
Prairie Crossing Learning Farm.

Members of the Friends of Ryerson 
Woods promote environmental education 
and provide quality programs for Ryerson 
Woods. In 1929, Ryerson Woods served as 
nature retreat for Chicago businessman 
Edward L Ryerson and his family and friends 
who built cabins along the Dcs Plaines River. 
In 1966, the Ryerson family began donating 
land to the Lake County Forest Preserves. 

Land acquisitions from the Ryerson 
family eventually totaled 257 acres, and 
through additional donations and acqui- 
sitions, Ryerson Woods grew to its current 
size of 552 acres. Today Ryerson Woods is 
recognized as one of the best examples of 
a preserved northern flatwoods forest, a 
rare northern Illinois landscape, and it 
supports some of Illinois' most pristine 
woodlands and several state threatened 
and endangered species.

Photo by Theresa Scarbrough 

Mosquitoe Gallery creates buzz 



Gallery in industrial 

park to host 

second opening

Never heard of the Mosquitoe Gallery? 

Don't worry, you're not alone. 

The contemporary art gallery, located at 
25737 Hillview Court in unincorporated 
Murtdelein, is tucked neatly into building 
three of a Midlothian Road industrial park, just 
south of GUmer Street It shares its building, 
and its origin, with 3DL Design, and Marian 
Rodriguez, executive director of Mundelein 
MainStreet, described it as "A hidden trea- 
sure." 

"It's just so exciting," Rodriguez said of the 
gallery. "I was blown away." 

That's the reaction that gallery owners 
and art enthusiasts Randy Harju and Jay 
Verenski hope people will have on SepL 16. 
Mosquitoe will throw wide its doors that 
Friday evening to host its second season open- 
ing. 

"All this started because we wanted to 
breath some life into our (office)," Harju 
explained. "We started drinking 'O.K., what do 
we want to put on die walls?' 

Through 3DL, die firm they run from the 
same location to design and build exhibits for 
tradeshows, Harju and Verenski obtained a 
large digital computer able to flawlessly repro- 
duce and enlarge images. After a few test runs, 
they realized that die technology would allow 
diem to reproduce printed art and set off in 
pursuit of the area's freshest faces in multi- 
media art. 

They came across an emerging talent by 
the name of Robert Snell, a surrealist who 
worked in found pigments on a note-card 
sized canvas. Snell agreed to a trial enlarge- 
ment, and Harju and Verenski discovered his 



work was ideal.for their cause. 

"After we met Robert, we saw that his work 
could go really large really well," Harju said. 
"We thought, 'Well, let's seek out artists whose 
work would translate well to large reproduc- 
tions." 

In the course of their search, diey came 
across not just single-dimensional artists but 
also industrial sculptors and a skilled glass 
artisan. 

Setting up a gallery in die home office has 
been a labor of love, Harju said. 

" 1 love going to die gallery and looking for 
talent," he said, nodng that he is joined on his 
talent-hunting escapades by Verenski and 
dieir wives. "It's not work, it's fun." 

Getting a design, sales, storage and manu- 
facturing warehouse retrofitted for an art 
showing, however, is a slightly bigger chal- 
lenge. Verenski explained that art would be 
displayed in three rooms, two of which are fit- 
ted office space. 

The diird, a storage garage, will be trans- 
formed into a gallery-like atmosphere with 
movable walls, spot lighting and red carpet, he 
said. 

"We'll transform this room," a proud 
Verenski said. 

Artists in the upcoming show will rep- 
resent Mundelein, Gurnee and the west 
Chicago suburbs, among others. Doors 
will be open from 6 p.m. to 10 p.m. on 
Sept. 16 and again on Sept. 17 from noon 
to 4 p.m. 

Refreshments and music, along with 
the opportunity to purchase framed 
reproductions of the works, will be avail- 
able. Reproductions cost anywhere. from 
$25 for a 3-inch by 5-inch to $2,750 for a 
64-inch by 40-inch limited-edition giclde 
that is mounted and signed by the artist.

Residential development impacts school 
districts in Lake County by adding students to 
schools that often do not have adequate space 
in classrooms or funding for educational and 
extracurricular programs. 

Seeing a need to find an amicable solution 
to tilts growing issue, the Lake County Board 
created a School impact Model Steering 
Committee consisting of school superintend- 
ents, school board members, school business 
officers, citizen advocates, developers and 
county elected officials. 

The steering committee developed two new 
programs, a "School Impact Model" and 
"School Contribution Collection Mechanism" 
which were endorsed by the County Board's 
Planning, Building and Zoning Committee. 

The School Impact Mode] is a tool that 
school officials can utilize to analyze die fiscal 
impact of a new residential development on 
their districts. Using a combination of develop- 
ment and district specific parameters and a 
series of standardized equations, the model cal- 
culates the fiscal impact of new residential 
development. 

According to Lake County Planning, 
Building' and' Development Director Philip 
Rovang, the model is a credible toot because it 
was developed with input from a task force con- 
sisting of schools as well as developers. 

The model is available for use by any school 
district in Lake County as a mechanism for 
reviewing the potential impacts of new devel- 
opment on school district finances. 

. "This model is not just about impact fees. It 
is about everything that goes into a child's edu- 
cation," said county board Hep. Bonnie 
Thomson Carter, who initiated and served on 
the steering committee. "I see it as a tool to 



assist school boards with planning future budg- 
ets."- 

"By using this model, a school district can 
work widi a village and say this development is 
going to cost us so much moneyorWe mayhave 
to build another school," added county board 
Rep. Steve Mountsier, who also served on the 
steering committee. "Tills is a. tool for school 
districts as well as villages." 

The School Contribution Collection 
Mechanism is another program to help school 
districts identify and potentially recover costs 
from residential development. As a direct result 
of one of the steering committee's recommen- 
dations, the Lake County Board amended die 
Unified Development Ordinance to require 
proof that developers have paid impact fees 
before the County issues a building permit. 
School districts must enter into an agreement 
with die County in order to take advantage of 
tiiis new process. 

According to Rovang, "This idea has been 
considered several times in the past, but it was 
really the school impact model steering com- 
mittee that pushed it through tiiis time." 

School districts wishing to utilize the new 
programs or leam more about their benefits can 
attend informational meetings about each pro- 
gram on Sept. 21. 

The first meeting, which will address the 
School Impact Model, will take place at 9 a.m. 
The second meeting, focusing on the School 
Contribution Collection Mechanism, will be at 
10:15 a.m. •

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Almost as soon as the news of the Hurricane Katrina disas- 
ter in New Orleans and the Gulf Coast was received here, 
Lake County officials, and citizens, too, began wondering, 
"How prepared are we for a local disaster?" 

Before speculating on preparedness, the question has to be 
what might the local disaster be? Because the answer to how pre- 
pared are we grows out of the shape of the disaster. 

This isn't hurricane country, to be sure, but it's tornado country 
and we've had our share of tornados. We've had our share of 
flooding, too. The only other natural disaster that comes to mind 
might be an earthquake, although the only experience here histor- 
ically has been a few rumbles. 

Chances of a local disaster would run along the lines of a man- 
made disaster like something going wrong with the nuclear facility 
at Zion or a terrorist attack. Certainly an explosion in a densely 
populated area of the county followed by fire of horrific propor- 
tions would quality as a disaster, but our fire departments in Lake 
County are second to none in the U.S. The fire fighting system 
with mutual responses guarantees a dozen or more departments 
coming together in a matter of minutes to fight a fire of conflagra- 
tion descriptions. 

Flooding, a common occurance in this locality, typically brings 
forth plenty of finger pointing for blame, but it also brings growth 
new efforts to protect against high water with levee building and 
ordinances to keep building out of flood-prone areas or build 
buildings that can withstand flooding. 

Lake County's system of outstanding hospitals is an enviable 
resource. For the most part, staffing is adequate and medical 
professionals practice disaster exercises regularly. Admittedly, our 
health care system couldn't handle a disaster akin to a Class 5 hur- 
ricane, but we're fortunate not to be in the path of tropical storms. 

Members of the County Board's Health and Human Services 
Committee discussed disaster impact as an agenda item. Without 
a doubt, most municipalities and public service agencies have had 
disaster response on their minds the past several weeks. That's 
not surprising nor to be unexpected by citizens. 

From our comfortable vantage point a thousand or so miles 
from the hurricane ravaged area of Louisiana and the Gulf Coast, 
plus the type of natural or man-made disasters that might befall 
Lake County, we'll crawl out on a limb and to say, yes, we're in 
pretty good shape to deal with. a local disaster. 

It's also pretty fair to add that it takes the "real thing," whatev- 
er that might be, to determine just how good disaster readiness 
really is.

This organization brought together a 
number of churches in the county to donate backpacks and school 
supplies and to provide rides to families who lacked transportation. 
Willi their help, and with personal outreach to various communi- 
ties, and a growing number of uninsured families in the county, the 
Fair attendance jumped 63 percent over last year. 

There is great community spirit at work here, that goes a long 
way toward making health care accessible to all Lake County chil- 
dren.

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New Orleans fails to protect itself 



Since 1900, the U.S. Gulf Coast has been hit with 17 
Class 4 hurricanes (Galveston was demolished by 
one in 1900). One Class 5 monster, Hurricane 
Camille in 1969, came within 100 miles of New 
Orleans. The people of Louisiana have known for over 100 
years they needed to have (at least) Class 4 hurricane pro- 
tection for New Orleans 

The $2.5 billion (in today's dollars) that was needed, 
with Congressional barons from Louisiana like E Edward 
Herbert and John Breaux, could have come mostly from 
the Federal government, but nothing was done. Even the 
"Class 3" protection tliey supposedly had, failed. 
Engineers were astonished to see diat, instead of the 
feared Class 4 wave surge pouring over die top of the lev- 
ees, the levees broke a day after the hurricane left, indi- 
cating improper construction or maintenance. 

Louisiana Gov. KaUileen Blanco admitted t h a t 
President Bush called to plead with her to issue a state of 
emergency for Louisiana and a mandatory evacuation of 
New Orleans. A year ago when Hurricane Ivan barely 
missed the city of New Orleans, both the Governor 
and city planners took heavy criticism for die inconven- 
ience Uiey caused their population when hurricane Ivan 
didn't hit their city. When Bush called to ask what the heck 
was going on, die governor finally issued a state of emer- 
gency proclamation because she now had her scapegoat 
should Katrina not hit die city. 

Every state governor has a National Guard at their dis- 
posal, not to mention all the State Police and law enforce- 
ment agencies at their call. Louisiana still retained 66 per- 
cent of their National Guard for a crisis just like tiiis. After 
the state of emergency declared by the president on 
Saturday, die governor not only has the power to request 
federal resources, she can request die National Guard 
from surrounding, states. She did neither before this 
storm, nor did she order a mandatory evacuation. 



But what makes matters worse is Blanco failed to use 
her own National Guard for the purposes of law enforce- 
ment.. This was a political decision because she did not 
want to be the person giving orders that might result in 
the shooting of "poor, black people." Instead, the Attorney 
General of Louisiana justified the looting. On Tuesday, 
while water was pouring into New Orleans (and over hun- 
dreds of idle school buses that could have been used for 
evacuation the Monday after' the hurricane left), the 
Mayor insisted everything was under control. On 
Wednesday, after shooting and looting broke out all 
over the city, the Mayor was screaming for Federal 
help. Bush should have been ready at that moment 
to send in Federal troops. But I can understand his 
hesitation. Even then, if somehow the local and state 
authorities got things under control before the. 
Federal troops arrived, he would have blamed for 
"political grandstanding". 

The moral of the story is never trust a politician with 
a life and deatii decision. Like the need for better hurri- 
cane protection in New Orleans, it's obvious sometiung 
catastrophic is going to happen to our government 
finances if some tiling isn't done now about out of control 
spending, Social Security, government agencies like 
Fannie Mae or our huge trade deficit But here's the dirty 
little secret of government — it loves to create problems 
it can "solve." 

The voters will probably get rid of Blanco and Mayor 
Nagin, but the Louisiana political establishment will cash 
in more on the hundreds of billions spent on reconstruc- 
tion than they would have if things had stayed the same. 
Something to think about the next time a politician prom- 
ises a new program to "solve" some problem the govern- 
ment created in the first place.

Yes, we all have to learn how to "han- 
dle jerks" throughout life, and Mr. Schroeder's experience 
with his class bully was a prime example of how children, 
in earlier times, were allowed and even encouraged to 
handle those jerks by retaliating in kind. Nowadays, 
regardless of whetiier a child is being verbally harassed or 
beaten to a pulp by another student, self-defense tactics 
such as those described by Mr. Schroeder are frowned 
upon by school administrators. 

We learned, the hard way, the lessons being subtly 
taught in today's educational world. If you tell you will be 
labeled a taillctale by students and many staff members 
as well. If you retaliate, you get in as much, if not more 
trouble than the bully. So, for the most part, what choice 
do today's kids have except to "deal with" their school 
days from hell in resigned silence? 

Furdiermore many children, like our son, suffer from 
social disorders in the autism spectrum as well as other 
neurological/physical disabilities that hinder their ability 
to "deal with" jerks in an effective way.

I have seen this many times before and 
feel it is very wrong. By allowing this child to 
believe that her mistakes are correct, she will 
continue to use those mistakes. Someday, 
people are not going to accept those mistakes 
from her and then where will her self-esteem 
be? When she truly cannot spell. When she is 
applying for jobs and other people can spell 
and she cannot, will it make her feci better to 
know that she was allowed to fait when she 
was younger because she tried? I doubt it. 
Additionally, if this teacher is so worried 
about insulting these kids who have effort but 
aren't quite producing, tiien give a grade for 
effort and a separate grade for the work. And 
then, (here comes the important part) make 
sure to train die child in the way to correct 
the mistakes so that he or she can perma- 
nendy learn the correct way. That is a proven 
way to help her feel good about herself. 
Giving a good grade for poor or incorrect 
work is insulting and degrading to die chiid,

degrading to you and a sure-fire way to create 
failure in Inter life. It is a disservice to the kids, 
it is lying and I call it lowering the bar. 
Expecting less from anyone is like saying that 
tiiey are incapable of producing more. That is 
like giving up on die m and that is so degrad- 
ing and unfair. 

I have worked personally with many kids 
who were given the impression by their edu- 
cational past that tiicy couldn't do tilings 
right widiout some special contrived situa- 
tion. That they had to have a special grading 
system or another way of lowering the bar to 
look like they were doing well. Funny, 1 never 
met one kid who had a higher self-esteem 
because of that. They felt worse knowing tiiat 
this was occurring. 

The "proof is in die pudding." I have gen- 
tly challenged many kids to reach further 
than they think they can and to reject that 
image of them. To prove to those people who 
think tiiey can't, that they actually can, with- 
out the 'made-up' success, and guess what- 
tiiey have and tiiey have gotten to places they 
never dreamed possible. I categorically reject 
the 'lowering the bar" mentality in the name 
of helping kids feel good about tiiemselves. It 
does no such thing. At die risk of lots of flack, 
I don't believe that it is always done to make 
kids feel better. While all adults certainly don't 
do this, I also believe that it helps some

adults around that child to not have to cor- 
rect any mistakes. It's less work. 

Unfortunately, for caring, invested par- 
ents like yourselves, you will need to take up 
die slack and help your child to learn regard- 
less of what the grades are saying. I would 
suggest that you get a copy of each finished * 
spelling test and have her write each mistake 
the correct way several times each day. 
Repetition is what I teach and die way I help 
kids to get better at everything tiiey do. It will 
work for you and for her too! 

Have faitii! There are many other people 
out die re who feel like 1 do and like you do 
about diis. Maybe there might be another 
teacher in your school who feels like we do 
and can take your daughter into his or her 
class? Check into it! Also, maybe private 
school might be another option to check out 
so there is more challenge and a more honest 
representation of your child's effort and abili- 
ty-

But oth- 
ers may have not donated because die thought 
of giving up blood makes them queasy. If you 
arc in die latter group, it may put you at case if 
you understand the blood-donation process. 
Here's a rundown of what will occur, according 
to the American Red Cross. 

Before you donate 

First, you'll be asked for a form of identifica- 
tion and to provide your name, birthday (you 
must be at least 17 to donate) and Social 
Security number. Then, you'll get your temper- 
ature, pulse and blood pressure taken. A drop of 
blood will be taken to make sure you have 
enough blood cells to donate safely. 
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Donating blood Is a gift that can help save lives. 



You will then be asked questions about your 
past and present health and lifestyle, and you 
can ask any questions you may have. Be sure to 
tell the interviewee, if you aren't reeling well, 
have a fever or have traveled to Mexico or taken 
a Caribbean cruise in the past 12 months. You 
may not be permitted to donate temporarily or 
permanently depending on your answers. 
Some reasons you may not give blood include if 
you're under 110 pounds, have gotten a tattoo 
within die last 12 months, you have had malar- 
ia in die past 3 years, you have had hepatitis on 
or after age 1 1, you have AIDS or an AIDS symp- 
tom, you have been raped in the last 12 months, 
you have snorted drugs through your nose in 
die last 12 months and various other reasons. 

Then, you'll be given a form to privately let 
officials test if your blood is safe to donate. Some . 
reasons your blood may be unsafe include 
you've tested positive for any AIDS virus, you've 
taken illegal or nonprescription drugs by nee- 
dle, you've taken clotting factor concentrates for 
a bleeding disorder and some other reasons. ■ 

When you donate 

Before you donate, the arm that you are 
donating blood with will he cleaned (all supplies 
including die needle are sterile and used only 
once).You will give about a pint of blood in total. 
Most people feel okay after donating blood. 
Some people experience an upset stomach of 
feel faint or dizzy afterwards. You may also expe- 
rience a black and blue mark, redness, or pain at 
die needle entrance site. 

When you are finished, you will be given a 
form widi donation instructions and a number* 
to call if you decide after you leave tiiat your 
blood may be unsafe to donate. Your blood will 
be tested for syphilis, HIV, hepatitis and other 
diseases. You will be notified if your tests are 
irregular.

scout recruits. 

"There were always three 
questions college coaches 
had," said Kessel, a former 
bead boys hoops coach at 
Mundelein High School. "One, 
does he have a quick first step. 
Two, does he have the ability 
to create off die dribble and 
break down the defense. And 
tiiree, what is the kid's ACT 
score." 

While Kessel doesn't have 
much control over die diird 
question, he's spent tiiou- 
sands of hours helping players 
improve upon die first two. 

Short of winning the lot- 
tery, not many people are able 
to retire in their 40s. However, 
Kessel was only 44 when he 
stepped down as head boys 
basketball coach at 
Mundelein High School. 

In his 25 years of coach- 
ing, including 1 1 at MHS, 
Kessel amassed 388 career 
wins, and was the second 
youngest coach in Illinois to 
200 wins and third youngest 
to 300. Though he fell short of 
die 400-win benchmark, he 
was still inducted into the 
Illinois Basketball Coaches 
Association Hall of Fame in 
April. 

But his career in basket- 
ball was far from over. 

He had spent years work- 
ing in basketball camps, 
including tiiosc of famed , 
coach Bobby Knight and for- 
mer Illinois coach Lou 
Henson, and, in 1995, started 
working diem on a more con- 
sistent basis. 

Two years later, after a 
meeting witii New York 
Yankees owner George 
Steinbrenner in Tampa, Fla., 
Kessel became head of 
Rebound Sports' Chicago 
hoops program, of which 
Steinbrenner is a co-owner. 
Then, in 1999, he decided to 
go out on his own and started 
Kessel's 'Braining. 

"One of the things tiiar 
irritated me when 1 was work- 
ing tiiesc camps is dial I'd see 
20 kids working widi one 
coach, and there wasn't any 
real skill development," Kessel 
said. "I wanted a low coach to 
player ratio and I wanted kids 
to be able to see a difference 
in their games."

"I've been in his program 
since diird grade and my 
game has improve so much," 
said Andrews, 13. "He breaks 
everything down and makes it 
become second nature.

game, it's die jump shot tiiat 
has become his trademark. 

"I can still shoot," said 
Kessel, who's now 56.

livery position has assets and liabilities. Ileitis a manager Is no 
different. Those who have die opportunity to more Into manage- 
ment need to understand hoth sides of the balance slicei 

The benefits of being In management are greater responsibility, 
more authority, prestige and Increased compensation. The draw- 
backs Include greater responsibility, more authority and longer 
hours. 

Responsibility and authority appear on both lists. Each Is Indeed 
a double-edged sword. Whereas a software developer may be 
responsible Tor writing and testing specific code for a software sys- 
tem, a software development manager may he responsible for the 
development of the entire system, lie or she may supervise the- 
work of several Individual contributors. 

For those who have (he ability and desire to build a system, and 
die leadership qualities to motivate and mentor others, this may be 
an approprlalc'challcnce. For those who neither haw those skills. 
nor are Inclined towanl that typo of work; it eta be a career-end- 
Ingcxpcrlcuce. 

The work of a manager Is much different work than that of an 
Individual contributor. Accountants process transactions. 
Accounting managers manage people who process transactions. * 
Managers are responsible for making sure dial die work Is done 
accurately and correctly, although dicy arc not allowed to do die 
work. So, why do strong Individual contributors who hare no 
desire to manage accept a promotion to management? 

The prestige and Increased compensation are attractive. Non- 
managers often see managers who are not doing a good Job 
(because they accepted an inappropriate promotion) and believe 
dial they can do a better fob Ui.iai diose managers. Too often, indi- 
vidual contrlbulors do not lure a complete picture of lite require- 
ments of management 

Desire to serve Is die basis for every good manager.' In addition 
to serving thdr bosses, managers also need to serve tlirir subordi- 
nates. Many would-be nuuiagers do not understand this principle. 
If they are not comfo ruble serving, they will not adapt well to 
management. 

The best advice I received when 1 was offered a management 
posidon was to get Information from oilier* who were good man- 
agers, I asked diem to describe management and iheir typical day. 
Tiicy asked about my goals, desires, and past leadership experi- 
ence. Those conversations made It obvious to all of us that I was a , 
good candidate for management. 

Tin- second best advice dial I received was to treat my first man- 
agement job as an experiment. .Several of die managers thai I 
interviewed suggested dial If I did well at the first management |ob, 
I should evaluate whether I liked die Job and wanted to continue 
on that career track. If I did not hare (he passion for manage- 
ment, I should return to die role of an Individual contributor. 
Likewise, If 1 did not feel dial I was a good manager I should 
return to individual contribution. 

When we take away the glamour and money; Itdng a manager Is 
US another job. Individual contributors who are thinking about 
iwcomlng managers should wtilgh die pros and coas of the manag- 
er's role as well as their own strengths, personal goals and career 
ambitious,
